The City Council passed an ordinance 
last night prohibiting street meetings and 
parades. The ordinance was passed with 


the direct intention of breaking up the 
open-air meetings of the Salvation Army, 
but its ultimate effect will be to prevent any 
kind of gatherings or parades, processions, 
or even nerals, except upon certain 
streets, should it be enforced. There is 
scarcely a possibility, however, that it can 
or will be enforced, as it will certainly be 
opposed by the masses, 

The principal clause provides that “no 
parades, processions or public meetings 


of any kind or description, elther social, 


political, religious or otherwise, shall be 
allowed upon the public square or Main

The provisions are so sweeping that if 
enforced they wil prevent trades proces- 
sions, bicycle parades, funeral procegsion 
militia maneuvers, litical meetings, an 
in fact any kind of open-air gathering or 
demonstrations on the public square or 
anywhere on Main, A. or First streets. As 
the three streets named are the only ones 
in the city available for parades or pro- 
cessions, the ordinance, if enforced, would 
be virtually prohibitive of anything of the 
kind.

DELAYED FENDER EQUIPMENTS. 


The first day of this month was the 
date fixed by the fender law for the 
equipping of all street cars with fenders, 
although no penalties for failure to do 
so can be inflicted until Oct. 1. 

The month is now nearly half gone, yet 
many cars are without fenders and it is 
doubtful if, with the apparent disposi- 
tion to postpone the work shown dy 
some of the companies, they can be sup- 
plied with fenders by the last day of 
grace. 

The companies cannot complain that 
they were not given ample time. All the 
time they asked, and in the opinion of 
many, more than they should Rave been 
allowed was conceded by the Municipal 
Assembly; They have had months for 
preparation and the fact that a few of 
the lines are completely equipped shows 
that all could have been equipped. 

It is to the discredit of the managers of 
the Hines which have failed to comply 
with the law that they must be forced 
into a necessary precaution to save life 
by fear of punishment. If the law had 
been complied with by the first date 
fixed several poor creatures who have 
been mangled or killed since Sept. 1 
might have been saved as the little girl 
whom a.fender picked up the other day 
was. 

When the final date expires no excuse 
can be accepted from any company. 
Public opinion demands the vigorous en- 
forcement of the law with the infliction 
of the heaviest penalty for dereliction.

TRE HEALTH-GIVING BICYCLE. 


The attempt at this late day to prove 

that bicycle riding is detrimental to 
after the public had become ac- 
customed to seeing strong indorsements 
of the ¢@xercige from leading medical 
authorities, win be likely to fall very flat 
now that the Mississippi Valley Medical 
Association has approved this style of lo- 
comotion. At its recent meeting the asso- 
ala tion discussed the subject fully, from 
the medical standpoint. Among the 
speakers, Dr. I. N. Love of St. Louis 
expressed himself as thoroughly satisfied 
that the bicycle, when properly used, 
“was the greatest thing known for ex- 
ercise.” 
The association, including a number of 
women doctors who were present at the 
meeting, heartily agfeed with Dr. Love. 
They were probably not much addicted 
to bicycle riding themsélves, as they pre- 
ferred the good old style of dress, even 
for this exercise. But they had both male 
and female bicycle riders among their 
patients, and knew that whatever ail- 
ments they had to treat these ailments 
were not the outcome of bicycle riding. 
The attack on this exercise is of the 
“ame order as the virulent attack upon 
the use of the sewing machine. All kinds 
of evils were predicted when this aid to 
women first Came into use. Yet we never 
hear of any bad effects from the mod- 
erate use of the sewing machine nowa- 
days. Nor will the attack upon the bi- 
cycle survive the ordeal of experience. 
The woman who must use the sewing 
machine to earn a living is being emanci- 
pated from the drudgery of pedaling by 
the invention of electric and other mo- 
tors. It is doubtful if similar inventions 
will be a@ real benefit to bicycle riders. 
The bicycle driven by electricity will no 
longer be productive of firm muscles, 
pple, sinews and gelf-reliance. Bicy- 
Sts would better stick to the pedals. , 
SCIENTIFIC CRIME. 

In a recent article on “Science and 
Crime,” prompted by the Holmes case, 
the Post-Dispatch discussed the oppor- 
tunity which the advance of science 
offers for the safe commission of murder 
and suggested the possibility of the 
future murdefer inoculating his victims 
with disease germs instead of using club, 
knife, pistol or easily detected poisons. 
Now comes 4 scientist with a public 
warning against this possible method of 
crime. In @ paper read before the Med- 
ico-Legal Congress, Dr. Paul Gibier 
showed the possibilities of scientific mur- 
der and declared that murder by the in- 
oculation of bacilli was the easiest and 
safest method of crimie. He said that 
a murderer could choose among a score 
of deadly disenses and by pricking his 
intended victims with a pin containing a 
few bacilli on the point could put them 
out of the way and leave no trace of 
crime, Some cholera bacilli cultures 
thrown in a reservoir would kill thou- 
sands who used the water therefrom. © 
This is certainly an appalling outlook 
and is most suggestive of crime to flends 
of the Holmes type kill to beat insur- 
ance companies. But the culture of 
bacilli for crime requires. intelligence, 
careful labor and somethitig in the nature 
of a laboratory.
